From General Crook's Army. 


"Fort Laramie. July 22. 1870. 
"At uoou on Saturday, the 15th Inal., 
three commander* will always Maud I the Fifth cavalry, under General Mer 


in the front rank of our moat experi¬ 
enced soldiers In the civil wsr nnd e» 
peciniiy in Indian warfare, had grad¬ 
uated at both games and had on their 
rosters of officers men destined to be¬ 
come equally famous nnd successful. 
Merrtit's command worked successful¬ 
ly nnd bud many skirmishes, flnnlty 
cutting the main body of the Indians 
off nnd driving them lack to their 
agency southward, while driving hack 
the portbern Indians coming south. 
On July 15. while I wns scouting for 
Information, General Merritt ascer¬ 
tained through Paymaster infterward 
Gcnemli Stanton that 81*1 hostile 
Cheyennes, folly equipped for the war¬ 
path. had started to join 8 lttlng Hull. 
These savage horsemen, probably the 
best In the world, would hnve a start 
of sixty miles If Merritt pushed to the 
agency to make certain of their Inten¬ 
tion nnd then pursued them. He did 
nothing of 'be kind As we bad been 
retracing our atep# they felt perfectly 
secure -*0 much so that the white 
chief, they thought, could not double 
tin hi* track* nod cut them off before 
they reached the timtier fringe of the 
Cheyenne. This they could not Imag¬ 
ine for one minute, nnd Merritt bad 
to plan a ride that would test to the 
utmost the possibilities of man and 
horse to overcome the advantage they 
bad of him. To discomfit these scien¬ 
tific fighters be had to ride clear 
around them In the are of a circle, 
while they went In a» bee line, and must 
do It without being discovered, bring 
every horse and man to the battle 
front lu good condition, as with seven 
companies of cavalry that were nvnlla 
ble they outnumbered him two to one 
and by leaving the wagon trains and 
Impedimenta behind men and horses 
would have short rations. It was an 
adventurous ride, worthy of extend 
ed comment, and the old Indian trail 
was found. The Indians bad noi 



They were an rutonlahcd lot of rtdtkln* 
passed yet, and. dust covered and 
weary, at 3 n. m. of the 17tb of July 
the command to unsaddle was given 
on the banka of Hat creek, across the 
Indian front, with the Cheyennes In 
camp not ten miles sway. We had 
outraeed and were then ahead of them, 
haring made one of the moat remarka¬ 
ble rides In cavalry annala. 

We bad come seventy-five miles In 
twenty-four hours and were ready at 
daybreak, and the Cheyennes appeared 
simultaneously. They were an aaton- 


rltt, were bivouacked on Rawhide 
creek, eighteen miles from Fort loira- 
mle. to which point they were ordered 
In from the Cheyenne river. 100 miles 
north, en route to Join Crook. A cou¬ 
rier suddenly appeared from Ibe agency 
with dlapatcbe* stating that 800 Chey¬ 
ennes were making preparation to 
leave for the northwest to Join Blttlni 
Dull, that he was to throw himself 
serusa tbelr line of march In time to 
Intercept them, nnd Merritt Imd to 
make eighty miles before they could 
make thirty, but off be went, and 
8 unday night found him with seven 
companies hiding under the bluffs on 
War Bonnet or Hat Creek square up 
to tbelr front. 

"At daybreak Monday morning Lieu¬ 
tenant King, commanding the outpost, 
to the southeast, sent word that the 
wsr parties were romlng over the ridge 
from the reservation. Joining him at 
ibe advanced post. General Metric 
found the report correct. The com¬ 
mand noiselessly mounted and was 
massed under the bluffs s quarter of s 
mile to the rear and out of sight of the 
Indians. 

“At the same time the wagon train, 
under Lieutenant W. T. Hall, now 
Brigadier General Hall, was some six 
miles off to the southwest, slowly np 
pronchlng, and ibe Indians were close' 
ly witching, hut keeping concealed 
from the view of Its guard. The iwo 
companies of Infantry with him were 
riding In the wagons. At tt o'clock 
Ibe Indlsue were swarming all along 
the ridge to the southeast, some three 
miles away. Suddenly a party of eight 
or ten warriors came dashing down n 
ravine that led directly under the bill 
where Lieutenant King and bis six 
men were watching. 

"The object was as suddenly appar 
ent. Two horsemen, unconscious of 
the proximity of the foe. had ventured 
out ahead of the train and were mak¬ 
ing rapidly for the creek. They were 
couriers with dispatches for the com¬ 
mand. The Indians, utterly Ignorant 
of the rapid move of the Fifth, were 
simply bent on 'Jumping* the couriers 
and getting tbelr scalps. 

" 'Buffalo Bill.' chief of the scouts, lay 
on the hill with King and Instantly 
sprang to his horse down off the bill 
'All keep out of sight.’ said the gen¬ 
eral. 'Mount now. nnd when the word 
Is given off with you!" Then, turning 
to the officer of the picket, he said: 
•Watch them. King. Give the word 
when you are ready.' 

“Crouching behind the little butte. 
BUI and his party of two scouts and 
six soldiers were breathlessly wait¬ 
ing Halfway up were the general nnd 
his staff The lieutenant lay at the 
crest, watching the rapidly advancing 
foe. Down they came, nearer and 
nearer, the sun flashing from tbelr 
brilliantly painted bodies and tbelr pol¬ 
ished ornaments. Then. Just as they 
wen- dashing by the front of the hill. 
King shouts. 'Now, lads, lu with you!' 

"General Merritt sprang up to see 
the attack Just as a tall Indian reeled 
In his saddle, abot by Corporal Wilkin 
son of K company. An anawcrlng bul¬ 
let whistled by the general's head Just 
when King, still on watch, sung out. 
'Here they come by doxens.’ The re¬ 
serve Indians came swurmlng down 
the ridge to the rescue Company K 
was Instantly ordered to the front, 
but before It appeared from beblml tbe 
bluff the Indians, emboldened by the 
rush of tbelr friends to the rescue, 
turned savagely on Buffalo Bill' and 
the little party at the outpoat. 

“The lott-r sprang from their horses 
and met tbe daring charge with u vol¬ 
ley. Yellow Hand, a young Cheyenne 
brave, came foremost, singling Bill as 
s foemsn worthy of bis steel. Cody, 
kneeling s-d taking deliberate aim. 
sent a bullet through the chiefs leg 
and Into bis horse. Down went tbe 
two, and before his friends could 
reach him s second shot from Bill's

In a cloud of dust Cody nnd Ids rne i 
tumble In among them. 'Buffalo BUI' 
cloalng on a su|M-rbly accoutered war¬ 
rior. It la the work of a minute; th" 
Indian has llred und missed. Cody's 
bullet tears through the rider's lee 
Into the pour's heart, nnd they tumble 
In a confused lo-ap on the prairie. The 
Cheyenne struggles to his feet for an¬ 
other shot, hut Cody's second ballet 
hits the mark. It Is now close qunr 
ters. knife and knife. After a hand to 
band struggle Cody wins, nnd tb* 
young chief. Yellow Hand, drops life¬ 
less In his tracks after a hot fight. 
Baffled and nstoundi-d, for once In 11 
lifetime beaten at their own game, 
their project of Joluiug Bitting Hull 
nipped In the bud. they take hurried 
flight. But our chief is satisfied. 'Buf¬ 
falo Bill' is radlaDt. Ills are tbe hon¬ 
ors of the day!" 

General Cook, commanding the de¬ 
partment. who bad started early In 
spring, was up In the north and hiel 
fought the same Indians who after¬ 
ward destroyed General Custer's com¬ 
mand. 

He fought them In I he hattb- of the 
Rosebud on the 17th of May. Tills 
was a very Indorlslve contest—practi¬ 
cally a severe check to him—compel¬ 
ling him to take up |H-rniuueut camp 
on tbe Big Goose creek (where Sheri¬ 
dan. Wyo, now atutidsi and there 
await re-enforcements. 

General Sheridan ordered Generals 
Merritt und CUT, With the Fifth 
airy, to make forced marches to Join 
Crook at Goose creek. 

I was with this command as chief 
of scouts snd guide, nnd we hud been 
operating In northwestern Nebraska 
and the southern port of Dakota to 
keep the Indians from the Red Cloud 
and Spotted Tall agencies from going 
north to Join the bostlles under Sitting 
Bull.
